and Benjamin i,. Hewitt, speaker of 
the assembly 
Mitchell tiught school 


for severaf }p,i:s, reading law mean- 
time, and in 1SS2 -i ohrileered for ser- 
vice in the Union army Hs received 
a lieutenant's commission m the 136th 
Pennsylvania 
volunteers 
infantry, 


served tivo years anu rosa to the rank 
of captain. 
The regiment was com- 


manded by Col. Thomas W. Bayne, 
of Pittsburgh, now a colleague of 
Mitchell in thi» .louse of representa- 
tives and tne late sanatoual candidate 
of the boalters In 1864 Mitchell was 
admitted to t'us b.n of Tioga county. 
He was elected district attorney in 
1868 aud eerved three years. For one 
year no edited 'flic Ar/itator, a weekly, 
published at Wellsboio, the county 
seat of Tioga county.' In 1871 he was 
elected to the 'egislature, twice re- 
elected and seived flvo ve.trs, be'iug 
chairman of the general judicary and 
wa}3 and means committees. In 1S7C 
he \vas nominated for congress and he 
was elected bv a handsome majority. 
He was re-elected in 1878, and in 1880 
declined a re-nomination. He has been 
ten years in politics and is pnor. It is 
no secret that his refusal to run again 
for congress last tail \vvn due to a 
desire to build up his Uw practice. 
He is six feet in height, and of mag- 
nificent physique, a pure saxon type, 
and will be the handsomest man in the 
senate.

says an exchange, it is necessary to 
choose not only the man, bat the hour; 
not alone the season, but the day. Hen 
is the rule: 


Monday for wealth, 
Tuesday for health, 
Wednesday the best dly of ill, 
Thursday for erases, 
Friday for losses, 
Saturday no luck at all. 


A marriage performed in England af- 


ter 12 o'clock is not as some suppose, 
invalid, but any clergyman officiating b 
subject to severe penalties. The time of 
publishing the bans in church was fixed 
by the rubric in order that after full 
publication there would be time to cele- 
brate the ceremony before 12 o'clock, In 
full sight o£ the congregation, and this 
has frequently been done, after which 
the public church service is reramed. 
The old custom of marrying under the 
gallows, to save life, seems to- have been 
the most romantic of all forms of tying 
the knot. 


If a man or a woman would consent to 


marry under the gallows apenon con- 
demned to death, the criminal might 
thereby be saved from execution. An 
old English ballad tells the story of a 
merchant of Chichester who was thus. 
saved from hanging by a lovely maiden, 
and in 1784, at New York, a man actual- 
ly in this way escaped death. Pinkertoa 
tells the story of a criminal who refused 
marriage at the foot of the gallows, and 
preferred death. The event has been 
celebrated in rhyme, more forcible than 
polite: 


There was1 a victim in a cart, 
One day for to be hanged. 
And his reprieve was granted. 
And the cart made for to sttnd 


" Come, marry a wife and save your hf«V 
The Judge aloud did cry, 
"Oh, why should I corrupt my lite!" 
The victim did reply. 
" For here's a crowd of everysorr, 
And why should I prevent tieir iportt 
The bargain's bad m every part, 
The wife's the worst—drive on the cart." 


Here is another allusion to the custom 


from the School House, 1542. 


Trewley some men there be 
That live always in great horroure;

There area great many people \vho, 


while they recognize that this life is in- 
tended as a discipline, don't believe that 
we were given capacity for enjoyment 
simply that we might employ ourselves 
in crushing it out. 


They don't believe that because a man 


finds himself with an appetite that 
relishes certain articles of food, and re- 
pels certain others, that he should there- 
fore, wholly reject that which pleases the 
taste and eat only that which don't. Be- 
cause a man finds one more muscle inhia 
face to help him to laugh, than to help 
him cry, he should not, therefore, con- 
clude that he should always cry. 


Religion is a solemn subject only in the 


sense that it should make a man serious, 
not melancholy. There are occasions 
when it is fitting for a man to be solemn 
and even melancholy—at a funeral, for 
example. But a melancholy Christian, 
or Christian association, or Christian 
Church, ought not to be known. These 
are puces for a reverential spirit, but 
certainly not for melancholy. 
Rever- 


ence is always in place in a Church, but 
melancholy never. It is unfortunate for 
the Church that there are many cultiva- 
ting the one for tbe'other. 
' Christian reformers might as well con- 


clude that if they expect to reach young 
men they must first convince them that 
they are being invited to a happier and 
better contented condition of life—and 
they must furnish practical proof of this 
in their own persona and associations. It 
is a travesty on the Christian example ol 
the day that the very term " Christian'1 
drives young men away, rather than in- 
vites. The very term seems to suggest to 
them a strait-jacket, a solemn mien, an 
absence of all that is pleasurable, a sup- 
pression of all that nature has implanted 
in them to make them happy, joyous and 
jubilant. When Christian reformers and 
the Christian Church have disabused the 
minds of the rising generation of such 
impressions they will me ase their use- 
fulness
